Newall, Ca!., March 13.— (A P )—Ten persons are 
known lo have be?n killed and official fears were ex­ 
pressed that as many as IRO more may have perished in 
an overwhelming avalanche of 
water which 
swept 
through San Francisquito canyon, north of here, with 
the breaking of St. Francis dam early today. 
What caused th-? retaining wall of the great reser­ 
voir of the Los Angeles city water system to give way 
was almost as much of a mystery as the number of dead, 
that lay beneath the deep covering of yellow sand which 
now covers th? pretty little valley. 
Seepage of Water Blamed 
While thousands of officials from Los Angeles city 
and county augmented by additional thousands of vol­ 
unteer ranchers and farmers slushed through the waste 
searching for Imdbs, officials of the city water system 
surveyed the broken dam. 
'I he theory most credited this morning was that 
seepage through an abutting hill had caused one of the 
supporting ends to give way. 
Once out of the canyon, th? flood spread out between 
the sloping hanks of the Santa Paula river. It cut a power 
line of the Edison company running into Santa Barbara, 
washed out a Southern Pacific branch line and bore down 
upon the lemon holt at the town of Santa Paula. 
At 
one noir! the water was reported to have formed a wall 
75 feet high. 
Five Persons Known to be Rescued 
The dam was completed a little more than a year 
ago and was the second largest of a series of reservoirs 
used for the city’s water system. 
The dam. a structure 1R5 feet 
high, impounded 
the waters of San Francisquito forming a storage body 
5 miles long and the full width of the canyon. 
Only five persons in the canyon were known to have 
been rescued when officers arrived. 
The break, w hich occurred about I a. rn., unleashed 
the flood at high speed. 
Red Cross workers were rushed 
to the scene hut their efforts were regarded by the 
sheriff’s deputies a s useless. 
William Bright, deputy 
sheriff, felt that virtually all the inhabitants of the can­ 
yon had perished. 
The Los Angeles water and power bureau officials 
here received a report this afternoon that 150 men em­ 
ployed at the bureau's camps had all perished except one 
man.
